Please call the Bartell Drug pharmacy where you scheduled your appointment. The pharmacy staff will be able to use your name to 
search and locate your appointment date/time. 


Can children get the COVID-19 vaccine? 

Yes, both Pfizer and Moderna have COVID-19 vaccines approved for children. Visit the CDC website for more details. 

Please note that appointments can be scheduled for children ages 3-11 at select Bartell locations. A parent or guardian must book 
the appointment, sign a consent form on their behalf, and accompany them to their appointment. 


Can I get the COVID-19 vaccine at the same time as another vaccine? 
Yes. If you'd like to get another vaccine along with your COVID-19 vaccine, or if you are unsure if you need any other immunizations, 
talk to your pharmacist at your appointment.

The treatment MUST be prescribed by a physician, nurse practitioner, advanced practice registered nurse, or physician assistant. At 
this time, Bartell pharmacists do not prescribe either of these medications; please get tested and talk to your doctor. 


These treatments are not substitutions for the protection provided by COVID-19 vaccines, but they can help reduce severe disease 
and hospitalization. These medications cannot be used for pre-exposure or post-exposure prophylaxis for prevention of COVID-19.
